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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 14 recites "a 
aortic arch" in the preamble. This should read, "an aortic arch." Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 23 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 23 recites "said open braid material" without sufficient antecedent basis for 
said element in the claim language. 

Claim 25 recites that the diverter section has a width smaller than the diameter of 
the aortic arch. This recitation is indefinite since aortic arches vary in size, and it would 
be difficult for one to precisely determine the bounds of the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yassouretal. (US 6,348,063). 

Yassour discloses an implant device for implantation in the cardiovascular 
system of a subject to divert emboli flowing through a vessel from entering a branch 
vessel. The device comprises a stent having a diverter section 24. The tubular portions 
of the stent proximal and distal to the diverter section 24 comprise first and second 
anchoring sections which are capable of firmly anchoring the implant in an aortic arch. 
The device of Yassour is capable of being placed in an aortic arch such that the first 
anchoring section extends into the carotid artery, the second anchoring section extends 
along the aorta lumen downstream from the carotid artery, and the diverter section 
faces the upstream direction. In this configuration, the diverter section 24 will angle 
away from the anchoring section in the carotid artery to at least some extent. The 
diverter section 24 is integrally formed with the anchoring section, and in this 
configuration, it will project into the aortic arch at the upstream side of the carotid artery. 
The diverter section 24 is constructed to permit flow of blood through the aortic arch and 
includes an outer surface that is effective to divert emboli in the blood from entering the 
carotid artery. The diverter section 24 is formed as a porous open braided structure, 
and the anchoring section is also formed of open braided material having a strands of a 
different diameter than those of the diverter section. (Col. 7, Lines 11-29, Col. 8, Lines 
2-22) The diverter section is in the form of a curved planar sheet and its outer surface 
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has a convex configuration. The diverter section 24 has a rounded shape. Said shape 
may be considered bulbous. Additionally, the diverter section 24 is shaped such that it 
decreases in width toward its proximal and distal ends. The device is capable of being 
positioned in an aortic arch such that an end extends toward the center of the aortic 
arch. 

Regarding claim 25, the aortic arch is not positively recited. The diverter section 
24 of Yassour has a width smaller than at least some aortic arches. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-26 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
